JAILED 

BARRY GRAN WHO 
GAVE CHILD VALIUM 


A CHILD found by 
the police in a house 
in Barry appeared to 
be lifeless after his 
grandmother had 
given him street- 
bought Valium, it 
was stated at Cardiff 
Crown Court. 

The woman involved, 
who cannot be named for 
legal reasons, was found 
guilty of administering the 
sedative, and was jailed 
for nine months. 

The child’s mother 
admitted five charges of 
neglecting the infant and 
was also jailed for nine 
months, but the sentence 
was suspended for two 
years. 

She was also ordered to 
carry out 250 hours 
unpaid work. 

The grandmother was 
told by Judge Philip 
Harris-Jenkins: “You 
showed no remorse or 
insight into the effect on 
that child.” 

Prosecutor Mike 
Hammett said that on June 
3 last year, police went to 
an address in Barry after a 
disturbance was reported. 

The premises were in 
darkness and it appeared 
no-one was there. 

But they found a child

in bed who appeared to be 
lifeless. He was 
eventually roused and 
taken to a place of safety. 

It was later revealed 
that the grandmother had 
been taking Valium and 
had given some to the 
child. Also present when 
the drug was given was 
the mother. 

The court heard that the 
house was dirty and in a 
state of disarray. 

The mother was said to 
have a conviction for 
criminal damage and the 
grandmother for 

possessing drugs, 

handling stolen property, 
violent disorder and 
battery. 

Alex Greenwood, for 
the grandmother, said: 
“All this occurred at a 
time of great distress and 
emotional turbulence. 

“On the day in 
question, she had taken 
alcohol and prescription 
drugs. In her induced 
state, she gave a small 
portion of Valium to that 
young person who fell 
asleep. 

“She maintains her 
innocence.” 

He said she had had a 
chaotic start in life and 


had been the victim of 
crime. 

“Prison will have a 
great effect on her and she 
will lose her home.” 

Adam Sharp, for the 
mother, said she had 
worked that day and had 
celebrated her mother’s 
birthday. 

“Regrettably, she took 
some Valium and was 
complicit in the child 
taking the tablet. She feels 
ashamed and 

acknowledges the 

wrongdoing.” 

He added: “She has 
grasped the nettle and 
understands what she did. 
She would benefit from a 
structured intervention 


with help.” 

The Judge said the 
child was “an engaging 
little boy.” 

He told the pair: “Both 
of you placed your own 
needs over the child’s 
safety. He was taken to a 
safe place and was not 
physically hurt. 

“Neither of you was in 
a fit state to look after the 
child and the condition of 
the home was filthy. There 
was evidence of long-term 
neglect of the child and 
the risk of harm to the 
child was high. 

“The Valium had been 
bought on the street and 
could have contained 
anything. There was high 
culpability.” 

Each was ordered to 
pay £100 court surcharge.

When will the Cardiff 
Airport stop being used 
as a political football? 


H OW sad, and somewhat 

irritating, that so many of your 
GEM readers have completely 
missed the point of the T9 Airport 
Shuttle. 

It is of no consequence to the public how many, 
or how few passengers these buses carry, since 
they were bought for the redevelopment of Cardiff 
Airport and come out of a different budget to the 
local buses. 

I have regularly walked around Bristol city 
centre and seen their equivalent shuttle bus driving 
around as equally empty as Cardiff’s at times, but 
to my knowledge, the Bristol public do not rage 
about it being a waste of money; in fact, every 
airport with a city centre several miles away, uses 
a similar facility. 

It’s what you expect as a passenger when you 
fly into an airport. 

Speaking of empty (or near empty) buses 
driving around, I have quite often seen the newly- 
reinstated Rhoose to Cardiff bus containing mostly 
pensioners and young teenagers - who don’t pay 
any fare or if they do, only half the fare. 

Whereas every airport passenger who uses this 
bus pays £5 to travel to the city centre. 

I just wonder when the airport will stop being 
used as a political football. Seeing as Mr Dennis 
Harkness is interested in average figures (a recent 
letter was titled ‘Phantom passengers’) here are a 
few figures that he might be interested in - the bus 
has 13,200 passengers a month on average, which 
equates to £66,000 a month or £800,000 a year.

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'Brexit means 
sanctions’ 


‘Alternative facts’ 
present a major 
challenge to society, 
the economy and 
the environment. 

There are some who 
are more interested in 
winning an argument 
than facts, figures, and 
the well-being of others 
in our society. 

A letter published in 
The GEM recently 
stated: ‘According to the 
BBC, leaving the EU 
will create 400,000 
jobs.’ Visiting the 
BBC’s website, I found 
that the BBC had simply 
reported that ‘Change 
Britain’ (formerly ‘Vote 
Leave’) had claimed 
Brexit would create 
400,000 jobs. 

This projection was 
based on mythical future 
trade deals with 
countries like South 
Korea - with whom we 
currently have a trade 
deal due to our 
membership of the EU. 

The BBC’s analysis 
“‘ concluded that the 
projection ‘makes very 
little sense.’ 

Manufacturers, 
including Ford, are 
concerned by Brexit and 
the UK leaving the EU’s 
customs union. 

Complex supply 
chains result in many 
components crossing our 
border multiple times, 
with just-in-time 
deliveries that are 
incompatible with delays 
and tariffs at customs. 

Fine margins mean 
that jobs are likely to be 
lost in manufacturing, as 
well as banking and 
services. 

Brexit means self- 
inflicting economic and 
social sanctions. 

UK foreign aid (often 
raised alongside Brexit) 
is not an EU matter, but 
one for the sovereign 


UK Parliament and 
Government. Foreign 
aid is a very complex 
way of winning 
influence around the 
world and meeting our 
obligations, eg paying 
the pensions of former 
British Colonial Officers 
in Hong Kong, etc. 

A considerable 
amount of foreign aid 
never actually leaves the 
UK, assisting refugees 
and asylum seekers 
living here and funding 
internationally focused 
projects for our schools. 

Much is paid to 
British companies for 
services and products, 
creating employment in 
Wales, and advantaging 
them in foreign markets. 

UK foreign aid funds 
scholarships for foreign 
students to attend 
university in Wales; 
Cardiff has four 
universities. 

Students from diverse 
backgrounds add much 
to learning, 

understanding and peer 
development. This 
money employs 
lecturers, etc and ends 
up in the Welsh 
economy. 

Spending targets set 
by the UK Government 
do result in 
misspending - but the 
tabloid press are more 
interested in generating 
controversy and sales 
than informed 
discussion. 

Democracy and 
governance does not 
have to result in any side 
losing, or one side 
winning. It should be 
about informed 
discussion, 
compromising and 
reaching consensus. 

The UK Government 
is failing us.

BECAUSE of the bad 
weather forecast, Barrie 
from Penarth and District 
Ramblers decided to 
cancel his planned walk to 
Garwnant for another 
day- and instead, turned 
up at Cogan - just in case 
anyone fancied a stroll 
around Cardiff Bay! 

As luck would have it, four 
ramblers and Pepper the spaniel 
turned up on a rather dismal, but 
dry morning, and set off towards 
Marconi Avenue. The leader 
decided to do the circular tour of 
the Bay back to front, so that if 
the weather worsened, the wind 
and rain would be on their backs. 

Passing a variety of safely- 
moored boats in Penarth Marina, 
the Custom House and across the 
Cardiff Barrage, the group

Doctor Who Experience, with 
views towards Porth Teigr and its 
purpose-built drama studios. 

The familiar sights of the Scott 
Memorial, Norwegian Church, 
the Senedd, Pierhead building, 
Wales Millennium Centre and 
Roald Dahl Plass led them to 
Mermaid Quay and a morning 
coffee in one of the many cafes. 

Continuing past St David’s 
Hotel and into the wetlands, 
created as a compensation for the 
old salt marshes and the mudflats 
which were destroyed when the 
Barrage was built, the group 
passed several modem works of 
art and a gateway led them into 
Hamadryad Park. 

It was named after a Royal 
Navy ship commandeered as a 
makeshift hospital to treat sick 
seamen entering the port of 
Cardiff, which ran successfully 
until a purpose built hospital, The 
Royal Hamadryad took over in 
1905. The path then led them 


onto Clarence Embankment. 

They crossed the River Taff by 
means of Clarence Road Bridge 
and followed the perimeter of the 
west side of the Bay, passing 
below tall blocks of apartments, 
and then the International Sports 
Village. Pont y Werin brought 
them across the River Ely. 

They made their way uphill for 
the short journey along Windsor 
Road back to their start point.

Teenager dies 
after cliff fall 

A Penarth schoolboy has died in hospital 
after falling from a cliff. 

Miller Coyle, aged 15, a pupil at Stan well 
Comprehensive School died from his injuries at the 
University Hospital of Wales in Cardiff one week 
after the fall. 

A police spokeswoman said: “South Wales 
Police can confirm that a 15-year-old boy who is 
believed to have fallen from a cliff at Lavernock 
Point, Sully, has died from his injuries. 

“The boy, who sustained life-threatening injuries 
during the incident on Sunday, February 26, passed 
away at the University Hospital of Wales on 
Sunday evening March 5. 

“His next of kin have been informed and a file is 
being prepared for HM Coroner.”

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Barry man (44) 
escapes jail after 
attacking partner

A hairdresser 
who attacked his 
partner of 20 
years when 

armed with a 
wine glass, has 
escaped prison at 
Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

Joseph Turner, 44, 
pleaded guilty to 
wounding Neil 

Chidzey, with whom 
he was in a civil 
partnership and was 
jailed for 21 months, 
the sentence 

suspended for 18 
months. 

Judge Jeremy 
Jenkins told Turner, 
who had cried 
throughout most of the 
hearing: “I am satis¬ 
fied that you are today 
genuinely remorseful 
for what you did.” 

The Judge said that 
from a photograph of 
the wound, he detected 
a hole in the victim’s 
neck. 

Turner, of Brendan 
View Close, Rhoose, 
called the authorities 
himself after the attack 
and said: “I took that 
glass and put it in his 
neck.” 

Prosecutor Eugene 
Egan said that on 
August 20, at about 
10.30pm, paramedics 
went to an address at 
Heol Broadlands, 


Barry, and found Mr 
Chidzey bleeding 
heavily behind his 
right ear. 

Turner was trying to 
stem the flow and 
there was a broken 
wine glass on a coffee 
table. 

Mr Chidzey was 
taken to the University 
Hospital of Wales. 
Turner was arrested 
and when interviewed 
by the police said: “No 
comment.” 

Earlier, he had 
dialled 999 and said: 
“I have done 
something to my 
partner’s head.” 

He had added: “I 
did it with a glass and 
there is lots of blood.” 

Turner was said to 
have a previous 
conviction for reckless 
arson. 

His counsel, James 
Evans, said: “It was 
incredibly difficult for 
him to come to terms 
with what he had 
done.” 

He said they were 
still a couple and the 
victim had come to 
court to support him. 

They had been 
together 20 years and 
had formed a civil 
partnership. 

“There has been 


nothing like this ever 
before. It was unique, 
isolated.” 

Mr Evans said that 
Turner had been under 
a great deal of 
pressure with an 
unsuccessful business 
and he also suffered 
from a medical 
condition. 

“The added fuel 
was a large quantity of 
wine consumed that 
night. It was a single 
blow.” 

Mr Evans added 
that Turner was now 
making a success of 
another business 
employing three 
people. 

“He assists elderly 
infirm relatives and 
Mr Chidzey has 
written a long letter to 
the court expressing 
his view.” 

The judge pointed 
out that Mr Chidzey 
refused to make a 
complaint statement to 
the police, references 
confirmed that what 
occurred was wholly 
uncharacteristic. 

Turner was ordered 
to carry out 180 hours 
unpaid work, attend a 
20-day rehabilitation 
programme, and pay 
costs of £500.

Drake’s rough Passage 
examined by Probus 


ON February 28, Dr Alfred 
Venables gave a talk to Dinas 
Powys Probus Club about his 
recent trip to Antarctica. 

He is a retired microbiologist who 
has always had a passion for wildlife, 
particularly birds. Following his 
hobby, he has visited many remote 
islands and returned to Antarctica 
with three target birds in mind. 

A childhood ambition has always 
been to see a Snowy Sheathbill, a 
seagull-size bird, to see close-up a 
Wandering Albatross and finally, a 
Giant Petrel, a bird much maligned in 
his opinion. 

To demonstrate the true wing span 
of the Albatross, Alfred called out two 
members who, between them, held 
out a full-size paper cut-out of the 11- 
foot wing span. 

Whilst in Tierra del Fuego, he 
hoped to see a Magellanic 
Woodpecker in the national park, but 
was unlucky. 

Alfred then sailed from Ushuaia on 
the Academic Ioffe, a converted 
Russian spy ship, with 90 passengers, 
across Drake’s Passage, reputed to be 
the roughest sea in the world, on a 


three-day voyage to the Beagle 
Channel, seeing Fin whales en-route, 
and then along the Lemaine Channel. 

Enclosed on all sides by ice walls 
and after seeing Adele penguins and 
seals, the ship had to retreat because 
further progress was blocked by an ice 
fall. 

Once in true Antarctica, the group 
visited two research stations. Alfred 
and his pal attempted to get a close-up 
view of penguins fishing in shallow 
water by paddling with bare legs in 
what turned out to be freezing water, 
an idea quickly aborted. 

Then on to Deception Island and 
landing at Whalers’ Bay, an early 
whaling base that was abandoned due 
to volcanic eruptions. Debris still 
litters the shore and the sand is too hot 
to touch in comfort. 

Alfred was successful in seeing a 
Sheathbill, watching an albatross 
flying close to the ship and, the 
highlight of the trip, getting very close 
to a Giant Petrel on its nest with a 
chick. 

The return sail back across Drake’s 
Passage was, as the captain had 
predicted, extremely rough! CR

I N the weeks following the EU 
referendum, I arranged public 
meetings in the Vale to set out the 
Government’s response to the vote and 
to take questions from local people. 

The response was overwhelming. Over 200 
people turned up to the meetings in Cowbridge 
and in Barry, sharing their hopes, concerns and 
queries. 

As we approach the next milestone, the 
triggering of Article 50,1 want to give Vale 
residents the opportunity to once again ask me 
direct questions about the Government’s plan 
for Brexit. 

I will be holding two meetings; one on March 
23 in Dinas Powys at 6:30pm at the Lee Hall, 
and the other on March 30 in Llantwit Major at 
Llantonian Hall. Anyone living in the Vale is 
welcome to attend. 

I voted ‘remain’ on June 23 because at the 
time I thought that, on balance, it would be 
better for the economy in the short term. 

As such, I can understand the economic 
concerns that many have had about our 
changing relationship with the EU. 

After the vote however, I was immediately 
struck by the pragmatic and often optimistic 
tone of business leaders. 

This has since been coupled with stronger 
economic performance than expected and, most 
importantly, certainty from government. 

Indeed, a great many people who, like me, 
supported ‘remain’ have not just accepted the 
result of the referendum, but embraced the 
opportunities that exist for our country to 
become an even more successful global trading 
nation. 

We have the opportunity at a great moment 
of national change to step back and ask 
ourselves what kind of country we want to be. 

The Prime Minister and the Government 
have a clear answer. We want the United 
Kingdom to emerge from this period of change 
stronger, fairer more united and more outward-

looking than ever before. 

The Government has a strong plan for a 
smooth and orderly Brexit. We want to have 
reached an agreement about our future 
partnership with the EU by the time that the 
two-year Article 50 process has concluded. From 
that point onwards, we expect a process of 
phased implementation. 

Throughout the Brexit process, we will 
pursue as much free trade as possible with the 
EU and prepare to strike free trade agreements 
across the world. 

We will control migration, protect rights for 
workers and seek to guarantee rights for British 
nationals in the EU and EU nationals in the UK.

Cross-party support for 
tidal lagoon in Assembly 


MEMBERS of the Welsh 
Assembly have written to 
the Prime Minister to 
emphasise the degree of 
cross-party support there is 
for the Swansea Bay Tidal 
Lagoon project. 

Details of the letter were 
released by Huw Irranca-Davies’ 
office, and a spokesman said that 
support had been widespread. 

The letter said: “While 
ultimately a decision for your 
Government, we strongly support 
the recommendations of the 
Hendry Review that this should be 
given approval as a “pathfinder” 
project, because we recognise the 
potential benefits run far deeper 
than one might ordinarily expect 
of a single energy project. 

“This project can unleash, 
quickly, a level of private capital 
investment rarely seen in Wales. It 
will see new industrial facilities 
built and new life breathed into 
Welsh industry large and small. 

“It will draw our students 
towards the STEM disciplines and 
offer them a credible prospect of 
deploying their skills in the 
country of their birth. 

“It will attract attention for 
Wales AND the UK on an 
international stage as a global 


leader in this renewable 
technology, and contribute to our 
climate-change objectives. 

“It will create opportunity for 
new ventures in leisure, tourism 
and associated maritime activities 
by attracting visitors in potentially 
very large numbers. 

“Above all of this, it will 
contribute hugely to the image of 
Wales as a place where exciting 
and transformational projects can 
be imagined and delivered: a 
dynamic Wales looking to the 
future. 

“You may be aware that other 
cities and regions of south and 
north Wales are already looking 
into the possibility of following 
Swansea Bay’s lead. They too 
have the natural resource and they 
too are in the market for new ideas 
that can shift the dial in terms of 
employment, investment and 
regeneration. These positive 
benefits will ultimately be seen 
across Wales, and beyond Wales 
too. 

“There may be a long way to go 
but there is only one way to find 
out. So we are greatly encouraged 
that the UK Government’s 
independent review concludes that 
taking that first step at Swansea 
Bay is a ‘no regrets’ decision. 

“In Wales, we have watched 


this project take shape over a good 
number of years now, garnering 
more and more popular support as 
it has matured. With the 
publication of the Hendry Review 
that support has solidified into real 
expectation among the people of 
Wales. 

“In a debate in the National 
Assembly on February 14, a 
motion welcoming the Hendry 
Report and supporting the case for 
developing a tidal lagoon energy 
industry in the UK was passed 
with absolutely no dissent. In the 
debate the Minister for Economy 
and Infrastructure reiterated the in 
principle support of the Welsh 
Government saying: 

“We agree with Hendry’s 
approach for a small scale 
pathfinder project as soon as is 
reasonably practicable to 
understand the impacts of such 
developments ...we welcome 
Hendry’s observation of the very 
strong case for the proposed 
Swansea Bay Tidal Lagoon to be 
that small scale pathfinder project, 
as it is currently the only project in 
an advanced state of preparation 
necessary to become a pathfinder 
in the near future.”

Penarth bakery fined 
for hygiene offences 
despite being warned 


A PENARTH bakery, 
Penarth Bakery Limited on 
Plassey Street, has been 
fined more than £10,000 
after committing 36 
hygiene offences and its 
owner banned from 
managing a food business 
for 10 years, following a 
case brought by Vale 
Council. 

Cardiff Magistrates Court heard 
how officers from Shared 
Regulatory Services, the body 
responsible for monitoring food 
safety standards in the Vale, found 
serious breaches of hygiene 
regulations, including the 
presence of rodents, when they 
visited Modem Bakery, trading as 
Penarth Bakery Limited on 
Plassey Street in the town. 

A number of visits were made 
to the business, which was acting 
as a food manufacturer supplying 
other outlets, as well as its own 
retail shop. 

The breaches of food hygiene 
regulations found were so serious 
that officers had to intervene in the 
interests of public health, with a 
total of 11 improvement notices 
being served. 

The breaches identified at the 
premises included: 

• Poor personal hygiene. 


• Failure to protect food from 
contamination. 

• Filthy premises that were in 
a poor condition. 

• Storing high-risk food out of 
temperature control. 

• Failure to ensure that 
adequate procedures were in place 
to control pests. Rodents and 
insects were not controlled at the 
premises. 

• Placing unfit food on the 
market. 

• A failure to implement and 
maintain written food safety 
procedures at the business, 
demonstrating a lack of control 
and care. 

• A failure to comply with eight 
hygiene improvement notices. 

Appearing in court last 
Thursday, Gareth Spray pleaded 
guilty to 28 offences as the food 
business operator, in respect of 
food hygiene, and a further eight 
offences for failing to comply with 
hygiene improvement notices. 

He also pleaded guilty to two 
offences for placing food on the 
market which was unfit for human 
consumption. 

The same offences were 
admitted by the company, Penarth 
Bakery Limited, with an 
additional offence of failing to 
display the sticker illustrating 
their ‘zero’ food hygiene rating. 

In sentencing, District Judge 


Bodfan Jenkins described Mr 
Spray and his company as having 
a “flagrant disregard for the law” 
and insisted there had been an 
“appalling catalogue of behaviour 
by all involved, as to the state of 
the premises and equipment, 
enough to turn one’s stomach.” 

He described the efforts that 
had been made to rectify problems 
as being “too little, too late.” 

Mr Spray was sentenced to four 
months’ imprisonment, suspended 
for 12 months, for the two more 
serious offences of placing food 
on the market which was unfit for 
human consumption. 

He was ordered to undergo an 
unpaid work requirement of 200 
hours and a rehabilitation activity 
requirement of up to 15 days. 

For the other 36 offences, he 
was fined £200, giving a total of 
£7,200. He was also ordered to 
pay costs of £1,400 and a victim 
surcharge of £115. 

Mr Spray was banned from 
participating in the management 
of any food business for 10 years. 

In addition, Penarth Bakery 
Limited was fined £1,300 for each 
of the two more serious offences 
and £200 for each of the 
remaining offences, making a total 
of fine of £10,000. The company 
was also ordered to pay costs of 
£1,400 and a victim surcharge of 
£200.

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Deep Purple docu a ‘dream 
come true’ for local man 



A DOCUMENTARY 
filmmaker from Barry will 
have his latest film - on 
rock legends Deep Purple - 
premiered on Sky Arts this 
Saturday (March 11). 

Craig Hooper produced and 
directed Deep Purple - From Here 
to Infinity, a documentary 
following the hard-rock pioneers 
as they write and record their 20th 
- and possibly their last - studio 
album. 

Craig, who lives in Rhoose, 
said: “This was a dream come true 
for me. I’ve been a fan of Deep 
Purple since I was a teenager at 
Barry Boys Comp. Documenting 
them writing and then recording 
their album was an amazing 
experience - their levels of 
musicianship are off the scale. 

“It was also nice to spend some 
time with them off camera, 
socialising. They’re all genuinely 
nice and very funny people.” 

Known as one of the most 
incendiary bands on the planet, 


both on- and off stage, Purple rode 
the crest of the tidal wave of 
musical innovation in the early 
1970s. They helped create a whole 
new genre of music, recording a 
string of classic songs such as 
‘Smoke On The Water’, ‘Black 
Night’ and ‘Strange Kind of 
Woman’ and selling in excess of 
130 million albums on the way. 

Craig and his team, including 
Dinas Powys cameraman Trevor 
Burgess, managed to get a unique 
insight into the creative process as 
they filmed Purple writing and 
recording in Nashville and 
Toronto. 

Craig, who also runs the BA 
Journalism course at the 
University of South Wales in 
Cardiff, said: “I’ve worked with 
the band previously. I’d made a 
documentary about bass player 
Roger Glover, who’s from Brecon, 
for ITV Wales and we produced a 
DVD for lead singer Ian Gillan. It 
was nice to be asked back and a 
bonus that we got to spend a few 
weeks in Nashville and Toronto.” 


The film also sees the band 
reflecting back on the many highs 
and lows of a career that’s 
influenced generations of 
musicians, and they consider a 
future choice - to retire gracefully 
or keep on rocking into their 
seventies... 

An extended version of the 
documentary will also be available 
with Deep Purple’s new album, 
InFinite, which is being released 
worldwide on April 7. 

Craig, who started his 
journalism career writing for The 
GEM, is already working on his 
next project - running the 
International Vampire Film and 
Arts Festival in Transylvania at the 
end of May - as well as teaching 
journalism and investigating his 
next rock documentary for his 
company Coolhead.

E VER since the X- 
Men burst into 
their cinematic 
incarnation in 2000, the 
stand-out character of the 
universe has been Hugh 
Jackman’s Logan, 

otherwise known as the 
Wolverine. 

Seventeen years after his 
debut, Jackman is finally 
hanging up the adamantium 
claws in Logan. 

Set in 2929, Logan sees 
Jackman’s title character beaten, 
bruised and with his body on the 
edge of giving up. Living a 
secluded life along with 
Professor X (the returning 
Patrick Stewart) and fellow 
mutant Caliban (Stephen 
Merchant), Logan is trying to 
stay away from violence and 
conflict. 

However, when he discovers 
a young mutant by the name of 
Laura (Dafne Keen) who has a 
similar skillset to him, and who 
is being pursued by the Reavers, 
led by Donald Pierce (Boyd 
Holbrook), Logan’s attempts to 
find peace are given a short, 
sharp wake-up call... 

Much has been made that this 
is the final time we’ll see Hugh 
Jackman play the iconic 
character of Wolverine; and 
given that his previous two solo 
films haven’t really captured the 
true essence of the character, 
Logan sees Jackman and 
director James Mangold (who 
directed The Wolverine) in the 
last chance saloon when it 
comes to crafting the definitive 
cinematic take on the character.

Remove shoots that have no live buds 
from summer-flowering clematis and cut 
back late-flowering clematis hard. 

Prune tender climbers and wall shrubs 
if they show strong growth.

THE International 
Tortoise Sanctuary

Alun Cairns’ visit 
coincided with the ‘big 
tortoise wake-up’- the 
few days at the end of 
February when tortoise 
owners collect their 
animals from hibernation 
in specially-cooled sheds 
at the sanctuary. 

In addition to 
providing hibernation 
facilities, the 
International Tortoise 
Association re-homes 
tortoises illegally 
brought into the UK, and 
also cares for tortoises 
that are sick and injured. 

The MPwas 
“shocked” to discover 
that there are more than 
800 tortoises at the 
charity’s site, of all 
breeds and sizes. 

The sanctuary is run 
by Ann Ovenstone and 
Celia Claypole, who 
provide round the clock 
care, and shared 
misconceptions about 
tortoises. 

Mr Cairns said: “It 
was a great pleasure to 
meet Ann, Celia and the 
tortoises! I was in awe 
of the complex systems 
they have for caring for 
so many tortoises of 
different species. 

“Ann and Celia are 
volunteers who do so 
much for these animals. 
Importantly, they are 
teaching others who love 
tortoises about caring for 
them properly. ” 


Fire and Rescue authorities 
are set to receive £1.8m boost 



FIRE and rescue 
authorities are to 
receive £1.8m over 
the next two years - 
to help them meet 
new statutory 
duties to respond to 
flooding and water- 
related emergencies 
which present a 
risk of death, 
serious injury or 
serious illness - 
Communities and 
Children Secretary, 
Carl Sargeant AM 
has announced. 

He made the 
announcement during a 
visit to the Cardiff 
International White 
Water Centre, where 
South Wales Fire and 
Rescue Service 
personnel were water 
rescue training and gave 
a demonstration of 
rescues from vehicles in 
water, inflatable sled 
rescues and swift water 
boat rescues. 

While fire and rescue 
authorities already 
respond to flooding and 
inland water rescue 
incidents using their 


existing general powers 
and resources, they are 
not required to do so. 
The Cabinet Secretary 
has signed an Order 
which will create a 
statutory duty on the 
three fire and rescue 
authorities in Wales to 
respond to these 
incidents. 

To support the 
introduction of the new 
duty, funding has been 
made available to 
replace ageing flooding 
and water rescue 
equipment, and to 
purchase a second high 
volume pump in north 
Wales. 

South Wales Fire 
and Rescue Service’s 
chief fire officer, Huw 
Jakeway said: “For us, 
keeping our 
communities and 
firefighters safe in and 
around the water has 
always been a priority. 

“The new funding for 
equipment, over the next 
two financial years, will 
enable us to continue to 
serve our communities 
to the highest standard.” 


Dr Margaret s tips 
for local mums-to-be 
on staying healthy 


ABMU consultant 
Margery Morgan 
hoped World Birth 
Defects Day, which 
took place on 
March 3, will help 
remind local 
mothers and mums- 
to-be how 
important it is to 
stay healthy. 

Consultant 
obstetrician and 
gynaecologist Dr 
Morgan is lead clinician 
for the Congenital 
Anomaly Register and 
Information Service for 
Wales (CARIS). 

The service, which 
collects data about 
congenital anomalies 
and birth defects, has 
been highlighting 
problems that some 
infections can cause in 
pregnancy and what can 
be done to prevent 
unnecessary risks. 

She said: “Infections 
can cause serious illness, 
developmental problems 
and lifelong disability, 
such as hearing loss for 
the baby.” 

To avoid infection, it 
was recommended that 
women wash their hands 
before and after 


preparing food. They 
should avoid soft or 
unpasteurised cheeses, 
pate and some fish - if 
unsure, check with their 
midwife; 

OTHER ADVICE 

Current advice is not 
to travel while pregnant 
to parts of the world that 
have the Zika virus ; 

Care is needed with 
pets - pregnant women 
should not change dirty 
cat litter and wash their 
hands after contact with 
any pet or farm animals; 

Avoid contact with 
anyone who has an 
infection; 

Wash hands: before 
and after food 
preparation; when 
handling raw meat, eggs 
or unwashed vegetables; 
after gardening or 
touching dirt or soil; 
after touching pets and 
other animals; after 
playing with children, 
wiping runny noses and 
changing nappies.

Wales Air Ambulance’s 
fourth aircraft to run 
seven days a week... 


AS Wales Air 
Ambulance marks 
its 16th anniversary, 
the charity’s latest 
aircraft will be 
extending its service 
to operate seven 
days a week - 
helping children 
like Elain James, 
who needed two 
emergency 
transfers at just 12 
weeks old. 

She was just 12 weeks 
old when she first needed 
to be airlifted by the 
charity’s specialist 
children’s division, The 
Children’s Wales Air 
Ambulance. 

Elain’s mum Bridget 
James, 33, said: “Elain, 
who’s now seven, was 
bom with a rare heart 
condition called 

pulmonary atresia, which 
affects the flow of blood 
through her heart valves. 

“In the first few weeks 
of her life, she needed to 
be taken to specialist 
hospital units in Cardiff 
and Bristol. At three 
months old, Elain 
suddenly collapsed at 
home in Aberystwyth 
and we needed to get her

to the specialist unit in 
Cardiff, as they were the 
closest hospital equipped 
to deal with her 
condition. 

“It would have taken 
more than three hours to 
get her there by road, 
which just wasn’t an 
option in my mind; she 
wouldn’t have made the 
journey. 

“Instead, the Wales 
Air Ambulance got her 
there in just 30 minutes 
and Elain was seen by 
her specialists straight 
away, saving her life. 


The EC 135 T2e 
aircraft, based in Cardiff, 
is dedicated to 
completing inter-hospital 
transfers. Extending this 
helicopter’s operating 
hours from five days per 
week will mean that all 
four of the charity’s 
aircraft will now run 
seven days a week. 

All aspects of the 
seven-day transfer 
service - from the crew 
to the kit on board - will 
be entirely funded by the 
Wales Air Ambulance, 
with no Government or 
lottery funding. The extra 
operating hours will 
mean that the charity can 
help save more lives 
across Wales. 

Angela Hughes, chief 
executive of Wales Air 
Ambulance, said they 
had been keen to move to 
a seven day operation for 
some time. 

“In June last year, we 
launched our fourth 
aircraft and Cardiff base, 
making us the biggest air 
ambulance operation in 
the UK.”

FAVOURITE PORTS AND PADDLERS 

To Barry on 
Britannia ! 

by BRIAN KEITCH 



P ADDLE steamer 

Britannia - flagship of 
Peter and Alec 

Campbell’s White Funnel fleet 
for 50 years - had a 
reputation for speed - up to 20 
knots. 

Seen here towards the end of her 
60-year career off Sully Island, there’s 
no doubting that she is making fair 
headway in a brisk evening breeze en 
route to Barry pier, sometime in the 
1950s. 

Alas, the paucity of customers on 
board was a feature of that decade for 
the ships, resulting in insolvency in 
1956 and effective bankruptcy in 
August 1958, when a receiver was 
called in to take control of affairs. 

Following reconstruction of sorts 
(including the end of the paddle 
steamer era) P & A Campbell Ltd 
plodded on with largely geriatric 
motorships until 1980 when the 
inevitable came. Paddle steamer 
Waverley and motor vessel Balmoral 
have attempted to fill the gap with 
varying degrees of success since then. 

Meanwhile, back to 
Sully/Swanbridge - before the 
purpose-built excursion steamers took 
to the water a variety of early steam- 
powered packets and tugs made a 
welcome bonus to their incomes by 
making special excursions in the 
summer months; the Holms Islands 
were particularly popular because 
there were pubs there, which were 
apparently free from excise duties and 
other restrictions! 

Sully’s claim to fame as a 
passenger ‘port’ was short-lived. The 
Swansea to Bristol packet steamers 
Glamorgan and Bristol called here, 
commencing in 1823 as a connection 
for Cardiff. 

However, in March 1834 the 
wooden paddler Nautilus started a 
ferry run from a fast-developing 
seaport of Cardiff to Bristol. From 
the following year - February 1835 - 
Sully ceased to be a proxy port of 
Cardiff and had little to offer to 
passenger ships, as no references to 
Sully as a destination appear 
thereafter. Tell me if there are! 

Sea excursions did, however, visit 
the then ‘Barry Island’ for a play on 
the beach and a pint. 

Meanwhile, back to the ‘Brif. 

Built by S McKnight & Co Ltd, Ayr; 
she was the third of Campbell’s 
‘flyers’ constructed between 1894 and 
1896 to “run off” other steam boat 
companies’ operations on the Severn 
sea, the others being the Westward Ho 
and the Cambria. 

Enthusiasts back then had 
entertaining - even heated - debates 
as to which ship was the ‘Cock of the 
Channel’, ie the fastest: 18,19,19.5, 
20 knots and so on. But with 


different tidal and weather conditions 
every day it was all rather academic. 

Apart from the destination, the 
catering on board was something to 
get quite peckish about. 

‘Catering at Moderate Prices’ ran 
the sailing bills! How’s this to tempt 
you aboard: Breakfast - Plain, with 
bread and butter, marmalade etc 1/^ 
(7.5p); or Large, with porridge, fish, 
ham and egg etc 3/- (15p). 

Cold Luncheon - with cold meat, 
salad, sweets or cheese 2/^ (12.5p) or 
Hot Luncheon, with soups, fish, joint, 
vegetables, sweets, cheese 3/^ (17.5 
P)- 

Ok, it was 1930 and a half pint 
bottle of home brewed was 2.5p (Bass 
ale would sting you a bit more - 3p or 
so). Sundries - cake, sandwiches, tea, 
coffee or Bovril or Oxo were 
available throughout the journey if 
you still felt a bit of a gap under your 
pinny. 

And paddle steamer Brittanial She 
was the flagship of the fleet until the 
arrival of the brand new Bristol Queen 
built by Hill’s of Bristol in 1946. She 
saw service in both World Wars 
carrying different names. 

Britannia sailed on most of 
Campbell’s routes including the south 
coast of England. She suffered badly 
through poor maintenance in the 
Second World War, and shortly after 
return to service in 1946 her boiler 
collapsed. Up until then she had 
always had one funnel, but the new 
replacement boiler required two - and 
various alterations to the ship (as we 
see in the picture). 

A main mast was added to the 
vessel in 1954 in accordance with 
Board of Trade requirements (as for 
all of the fleet) but following the 
withdrawal of her consort paddle 
steamer Ravenswood of 1891 (which 
was scrapped in John Cashmore’s 
yard at the end of 1955) it was the 
Britannia's turn the following year in 
the same place. 

A ‘last excursion’ was run from 
Bristol to Ilfracombe on September 
26, 1956 amid much in the way of 
fly-pasts (by the Britannia aircraft 
from Bristol) and speeches. However, 
despite her being put up for sale 
another Campbell steamer - Glen 
Usk- came out in sympathy, allowing 
the Brit a few more days sailing on 
the Cardiff-Weston ferry. 

In December that year, she was 
reduced to pieces. John Cashmore’s 
yard had one more White Funnel ship 
to deal with - Cardiff Queen - but not 
until 1968. 

Next stop: the station with no 
timetable and comings and goings at 
Barry pier (boats and trains).

Wales need to 
remember how 
good they are!

THE at times turbulent history of 
clashes between two proud Celtic 
cousins, since they first squared up 
at Lansdown Road, Dublin on 
January 28,1882 in the old Home 
Nations tournament - all of 135 
years ago - has often given special 
meaning to the term ‘close-fought’! 

Wales may have emerged with the spoils 
in 67 encounters, to Ireland’s 50 (with seven 
matches drawn), but there has been many a 
notorious occasion in the distant past when 
passions have spilled over and blood spilled, 
with no quarter expected - or given - by 
either side! 

Not, of course, that we can expect such 
unpalatable scenes to be repeated in the 
125th clash at Cardiff’s Principality 
Stadium on Friday evening, though it 
should not lack for drama and intensity 
with so much at stake for both sides. 

The Irish have shrugged off the shock of 
their surprise defeat by the resurgent Scots 
and still retain hopes of frustrating an 
English back-to-back Grand Slam and 
claiming the RBS Six Nations championship 
for themselves. 

After losing to both England and 
Scotland, Wales have no such hopes, but 
nevertheless see this as a must-win match, 
as one of only two chances, not only to 
rescue a respectable place in the final table, 
but to safeguard against another ‘group of 
death’ seeding in the next Rugby World 
Cup draw. 

Both sets of players, of course, will also 
have half an eye on the Irish and British 
Lions’ summer tour to New Zealand, and 
will be keen to remind watching tour coach 
Warren Gatland of their credentials - with 
Welsh hopefuls, in particular, knowing they 
have much ground to make up after the 
second half, error-filled horror show in 
Edinburgh. 

Mind you, that could also apply to 
assistant coaches appointed for the tour - 
like Wales’ caretaker head coach, Robert 
Howley, who will be keen to get out of the 
firing line after media speculation over how 
much decisions made off the field of play 
have been a factor in recent, inconsistent 
displays. 

Perhaps, above all, the coaching team will 
want to settle any questions over their 
tactical thinking and effectiveness in 
preparing and motivating the squad to 
perform to their true potential. 

A good place to start will be on Friday 
evening against the Irish. Wales will run out 
as bookies’ underdogs, but that is a mantle 
they don easily; and this talented squad 
know that if they can only remember how 
good they are, and replicate the 
wonderfully-committed display that almost 
undid England, victory is well within their 
grasp. So, Come on, Wales! 


Barry RFC win 
‘entertaining’ 
game in Cardiff

BARRY earned a well 
deserved win against Clwb 
Rygbi in Cardiff last Saturday 
in an entertaining game that 
saw the lead change hands 
several times before ending at 
25 -21 to the visitors.

They received a further shock 
within the first minutes of the half as 
Clwb scored a superb try as the ball 
passed through their backs at pace 
outstripping the Barry defence and 
with a successful conversion they had 


gone into a 10 point lead. 

Once again Clwb infringed at the 
restart to give Scott the chance to 
reduce the deficit which he duly did. 

Barry made changes with Oaten and 
O'Sullivan replacing Jones and 
Hollister and with captain Hadfield 
driving them on they began to put 
together some threatening attacks. 

A penalty took them deep into home 
territory where some probing runs by 
the forwards were creating gaps in the 
home defence and as these took effect 
T. Scott took the final pass to cross for 
a try which went unconverted but the 
deficit was down to two points with 
some 20 minutes left. 

A further penalty in a very kickable 
position was turned down by Barry to 
go for the corner (where has that 
happened recently?) and ironically 
they lost the lineout too! 

The move resulted in a Clwb scrum 
which, as if to redress the earlier 
decision Barry disrupted; from their 
own put in they caught Clwb offside in 
front of their posts to give Scott the 
easiest of chances to give Barry the 
lead at 22-21. 

With the game on a knife edge both 
teams looked to attack but it was the 
Barry defence which looked most 
secure and stifled the opposition, 
leading to them to concede further 
penalties which allowed Scott to 
extend the lead to 4 points. 

The final minutes saw Clwb camped 
in the Barry 22 and a series of driving 
lineouts took them very close to a 
score but huge credit to the Barry 
defence as they held firm and finally 
turned the ball over to clear their lines. 

With play on half way Barry gave 
no further chances to the home team 
and with a final penalty to Barry for 
wheeling, the ball was put into touch to 
end the game. 

A highly entertaining game by both 
sides and perhaps a fair result on the 
day, but Clwb will rue those early 
penalty misses. 

There were signs that the Barry 
threequarters are slowly regaining 
some welcome confidence, they are 
always a more effective side with ball 
in hand, and they need to build on this 
and believe in themselves a little more. 

Next Saturday Barry entertain 
Gilfach Goch who sit one place below 
Barry in the league with the kick off at 
2.30pm.

Barry Town United 
keep up momentum

JENNER PARK will be the 
scene of an important double- 
header this week, as leaders 
Barry Town United continue 
their push for the Welsh 
League Division One 
championship. 

A single point clear atop the table, 
the Town host Cambrian and Clydach 
Vale on Saturday afternoon (2.30pm), 
before tackling Haverfordwest County 
under the floodlights on Tuesday 
evening (7.30pm). 

Barry return home off the back of a 
morale-boosting fifth successive 
victory on the road, having turned up 
the heat late on to win an evenly- 
matched encounter at Port Talbot Town 
last weekend. 

As both sides received the backing 
of their colourful and vociferous 
support, this battle of two former 
Welsh Premier League adversaries 
(meeting for the first time in Port 
Talbot since 2004), saw the teams 
largely cancel each other out; neither 
doing quite enough to break the other 
down. 

However, with the scores locked at 
0-0 heading into the final quarter of 
play, a pivotal double substitution in 
the 77th minute gave the visitors a 
renewed impetus, before the crucial 
breakthrough came from an 84th 
minute comer; Curtis Watkins rising 
high to head home his first Barry goal. 

With Blues boss Paul Evans 
subsequently sent to the stands, the 
Talbot contingent cannot have been 
pleased when referee Teifion Cook 
awarded Barry what appeared a soft 
penalty in the 89th minute. 

Nevertheless, substitute Louis 
Gerrard made no mistake from the 
spot; sending goalkeeper Rory 
McCreesh the wrong way to double 
Barry’s advantage, before teammate 
Jordan Cotterill showed great skill and 
control to dispatch a conclusive third 
past McCreesh in stoppage time. 

It was a cmel conclusion to a match 
that Talbot had competed well in, 
though with Barry having hit the post 
before the floodgates eventually 
opened, it was hard to argue that their 


win was undeserved. 

Despite the chasing pack of Goytre, 
Haverfordwest and Penybont all 
recording comfortable home wins on 
Saturday, Barry’s result at Victoria 
Road (in front of a crowd of 238) kept 
the chasing pack narrowly at bay, 
ahead of the visit of sixth-placed 
Cambrian and Clydach this coming 
weekend. 

While Barry and Cambrian are still 
to meet in the league during this 
current campaign, the side did contest 
a hard-fought Nathaniel MG Cup tie in 
the picturesque Rhondda earlier in the 
season; a match the Town trailed in for 
more than an hour, before powering 
through to win in extra-time. 

Barry meanwhile also hold a 
Nathaniel MG Cup win over 
Haverfordwest during 2016-17, but 
were held to a frustrating stalemate in 
August’s corresponding league fixture 
at Bridge Meadow; suggesting a 
difficult encounter could be in store 
when the two teams meet on Tuesday. 

The Bluebirds of west Wales come 
to the Vale of Glamorgan having won 
their last five fixtures, after kicking off 
2017 with a thrilling 5-5 draw down 
the road at Caerau Ely (another club 
with aspirations of Welsh League 
Division one silverware, sitting five 
points off the pace heading into the 
weekend). 

Though Barry represented 
themselves well in January’s Nathaniel 
MG Cup Final, it can be suggested that 
every game is a final now for the 
Jenner Park club this season, with a 
total of 30 precious points to play for 
between now and the end of the 
campaign. 

With this in mind, it is hoped that a 
pair of large crowds will turn out to 
support them this week, as Gavin 
Chesterfield’s team pursue the Town’s 
first Welsh League Division One title 
since 1993-94. 

Admission for the crunch home 
fixtures against Cambrian on Saturday 
11th March and Haverfordwest on 
Tuesday 14th will be available via the 
Gladstone Road and Barry Road 
turnstiles at £5 per match, with the 
usual concessions for senior citizens, 
students and children.
